On Land 


The deepest hole ever made by people is the Kola Superdeep Borehole. It's almost eight miles deep and 
is loc: ar Zapolvarny, Russia, a small town in the Arctic Circle. ЕК. a қ 
ыз ез Russian scientists started drilling it in 1970. They've di illed 50 
deep into the Earth that it takes 16 hours to remove the drill, 

change the bit, and re-lower the drill. What's the temperature 
at the bottom of a hole that deep? Almost 400° F! 


The deepest hole ever drilled in the ocean floor is more 
than a mile deep. 

Hole 504B is beneath the Pacific Ocean, off the coast 
of Ecuador. Scientists started drilling it 16 years ago in 
order to learn more about the Earth’s 4.5-billion-year 
history. 

The scientists use a giant drill that is mounted on a 
ship. The hole is only 10 inches wide, and is lined with 
concrete and capped with a plug, to keep water out. 

Each time they drill, scientists pull up samples of the 
Earth. By studying them, they have learned some 
amazing things. For example, the Mediterranean Sea was а 
desert 5 million years ago; and the Atlantic Ocean is 
slowly widening, while the Pacific Ocean is slowly shrinking. 

Work on both holes continues. Since there are no plans to 

stop, no one knows how low they will go.

Although you might want to try digging a hole 
straight down to China, it’s actually impossible to 
do it. Not only is the middle of the Earth fiery hot, 
but you'd never finish the job. Even if you could 
dig at a rate of 12 inches every minute, it would 
take you 78 years. 

But we wondered: If you could dig straight 
through the Earth, where would you end up? 
Well, to get to China, you'd have to begin 
digging in Chile. To see where you'd end up if 
you started digging in some other places, check 
out our chart.

How they live: Naked mole rats live in deep under- 
ground burrow systems in groups that average 75 to 80 
animals. Colonies are organized like those of bees or ants, 
with a queen, who is the only female that can give birth. 
She’s much bigger than the others, and is shaped like a 
dachshund. (That’s a queen in the photo at left.) A single 
burrow system can cover an area the size of six football 
fields! 


How they dig: With their teeth. Their jaws are extremely strong, and if they break off a tooth, it grows 
back within a couple of days. To dig a burrow, they form a chain and work together, kicking and shoving the 
dirt up and out of the hole. From the surface, the dirt flying out of the hole looks like a small volcano erupting. 


What's in a name? Naked mole rats aren't entirely naked, and they aren't even moles. Their closest 
relatives are guinea pigs, chinchillas, and porcupines. They do have some hair—on their lips, tails, and 
between their toes. 


Where do they live? Ethiopia, Somalia, and Kenya. 
What do they eat? Roots and tubers (underground stems). 
Neat party tricks: They are one of the few animals that can run 


as fast backwards as forwards. In labs, they have been able to gnaw 
through plastic and concrete.

tacked to the wall of the building. The trim is 
done in grains and grasses which are tied in bunches and 
nailed in place. Then the individual ears of corn are sawed in 
half lengthwise and nailed to the building. 


The corn murals stay on view all year. The building 
is usually used as a convention center where shows, meet- 


ings, and sporting events are held. 


The first Corn Palace was built in 
1892. In 1921, the current building was 


constructed out of steel and concrete. The 


new version of the Corn Palace was designed 
by the same architects who made Radio City 
Music Hall in New York City. Today, locals 
proudly refer to it as “The World's Largest 


Bird Feeder."
